tliroiigh to your Icids when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they huow a lot more than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to make you an cjqicrt, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here arc a few facts 
to talk from: 

1. Marihuana: 

Its use is a felony. Conviction, even with a su.spenclca 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
ditliculty in obtaining a driver's license in some slates, 
entering a profe.ssion, getting a re.sponsiblc job. While 
inariluiana, which is not a narcotic, does not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological Licpcndence” 


if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to ilnd out more about its 
physical and psychological cliccts. 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same Individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even monllis after 
rising LSD, the things the user experienced while on thc 
drug may recur unexpectedly. Tlic LSD c.xpcricncc cau 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of aniphetaniines (“nps”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depicted physically, since lie feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. Thc body develops a tolerance to tliese 
drugs, witli larger and larger doses required to feel thc 
effects. Long-term heavy users arc usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a ileep aiul suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular anti 
excessive doses, become p)hysically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in thc LI.S. Amphetamines arc sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and harbitnrates arc given 
as prescription .sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as Well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doscs can 
result in death. Thc addict's main object in life 
becomes getting thc drug. He may turn to crime as thc 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).

At the regular mooting of 
the City Council Tuesday, 
August 25, Rf'.solution No. 
70-61 was adopted fixing 
II 10 rate of taxes and levying 
taxes for munieipal p-iirpo-ses 
for the fiscal year 1970-71. 
The Council adopted the re- 
.solution .setting the tax rate 
at $2.08.57 per $100 assessed 
valuation, and the tax rate 
for lighting District No. 1 at 
,38.8 rents and for Di.strict 
3A and 3B the tax rate was 
set at 74.67 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. 

Further the Council adopt¬ 
ed Resolution 70-60 fixing 
the amount of money neces¬ 
sary to be raised by taxation 
for the fiscal year 1970-71. 

The amount set by the 
Council wa.s $.5,80,170 phis 
$4.,329 for lighting di.stricts. 
The.se two re.solutions were 
forwarded to Harold J. Os- 
ley for charges to the prop¬ 
erty ow.ners, siibjeet to pay¬ 
ment on or before December 
10, 1970.

— the producers. 

But the producers are 
quickly vanishing. The great 
forefathers, Va.nderbilt, Hill, 
Du Pont and the others are 
long dead. Your present 
mainstays are dwindl i n g. 
Are there others to take 
their places? No, The men 
who passess the answers 
that can save you are not 
-nterested in saving your 
country for you (hence your 
world).

Pastor Richard J. Ander¬ 
son, of Sierra Madre Congre¬ 
gational Church will have 
for his sermon title, “Are 
You A Friend of God?” 

Commenting on his ser¬ 
mon Rev. Anderson says, 
“The text for this sermon is 
taken from the Book of John', 
chapter 15 and verse 14. ‘Ye 
are my friends if ye do 
whatsoever I command you.’ 
Here In this very short sen¬ 
tence we find the key to 
friendship with God. Many 
people talk about God. Theo¬ 
logians write long books 
about God. Tlie man on the 
street takes God’s name in 
vain., but who today is a 
friend of God? 

“Thousands and even mil¬ 
lions of people attend church 
on Sunday. There isn’t a cul¬ 
ture in the entire world that 
doesn’t have some form of 
religion. ’The worship of God 
Is universal, but where can 
you find a friend of God? 

“Many people have things 
they want to do for God. 
All too often these are pro- 
mi.ses that we cannot or will 
not keep. But who will be a 
friend of God? There are a 
lot of people who are will¬ 
ing to give an hour a week 
for worship; they are willing 
to give of their financial re¬ 
sources to support the work 
of God, but where today can 
one find a friend of God? 

“To define a true friend, 
let’s turn to what God has 
to say. In John, chapter 15, 
verse 14, Jesus Himself says 
to His disciples, ‘Ye are my 
friends if ye do whatsoever 
I command you.’
